F or Beckenham author 

Diana Evans, writing has 
never been simply a 
vocation. ‘Writing was 
something that came very naturally 
to me as a way of expressing my 
thoughts and impressions about 
things, especially as I was growing 
up,’ she explains when we chat 
about her latest book. ‘It was a 
way of articulating strong 
emotions, extreme feelings and 
reactions to events in life.’ 

The author of three novels in 
her career so far - 26a , The 
Wonder and, most recently, 
Ordinary People - she has 
received wide acclaim for her 
work, receiving the Orange Award 
for New Writers for her debut, as 
well as glowing reviews for 
Ordinary People since its release 
in April. It’s clear however that 
writing is more than praise and 
accolades for Evans who tells me 
that despite not growing up in a 
house full of books, it was the 
experience of writing memories 
and poetry in her journal as a 
teenager that made her fall in love 
with the written word. 

This love led her to pursue 
journalism after studying media 
studies at the University of Sussex, 
beginning her career as the Arts 
and Music Editor at Pride 
Magazine in the 1990s, while also 
writing short stories and poetry. 

But she tells me that it was the 
private tragedy of the loss of 


her twin sister to suicide that 
pushed her to begin her first novel. 

‘I didn’t really hit on anything I 
really wanted to write about until 
my twin passed away and that was 
the moment I decided that I had a 
story that I felt had to be told and I 
wanted to tell that story,’ she 
explains. This led to her first novel 
26a , published in 2005 about 
identical twins Georgia and Bessi 
growing up in Neasden with a 
mother homesick for Nigeria and a 
father with a soft spot for whiskey. 
Evans tells me that it’s a story as 
much about the relationship 
between twins and mixed race 
experience in Britain as it is about 
mental illness and the connection 
between sisters. 

‘I also wanted to build a 
monument to my twin to mark that 
she had lived and that her life was 
important and that it was worth 
recording,’ Evans says. ‘It kind of 
stopped me in my tracks actually, 
and I also had this feeling that I 
wanted the energy in her life to 
continue through me in a way so I 
felt it was something she would 
have wanted me to do. It’s kind of 
both of us, instead of just me.’ 

It’s a feeling that she tells me 
she still feels strongly, adding that 
‘when you grow up with somebody 
and you’re that close, they become 
a part of you and you don’t lose 
that part of you when they’re not 
physically here any more’. 

For Evans, elements of 



her life and experiences are always 
what have compelled her to write. 
Whether this be her twin’s life in 
26a or her love of dancing 
influencing her second novel The 
Wonder. Most recently, it has been 
the experience of family and 
motherhood in her latest novel, 
Ordinary People. 

The novel explores the lives of 
two married couples, Melissa and 
Michael, who live with their two 
children in south London, and their 
friends Damian and Stephanie who 
live in Surrey with their own 
children. Dealing with notions of 
motherhood, identity and fidelity, ►

the area. ‘There’s much more open 
space, I think there’s more 
diversity in south London and it’s 
also closer to the countryside.’ 

It’s clear it’s a place of 
inspiration for the accomplished 
author who is now channeling her 
love of writing into a children’s 
book as well as plans for another 
novel after that and time spent 
exploring short stories as a 
medium. ‘The best thing about 
being a writer is freedom,’ she 
smiles. ‘You’re free in your 
working life, you’re free in your 
mind and you’re free to explore 
ideas and things that fascinate 
you.’And that, it seems, is enough 
to make even the most unliterary 
of us want to pick up a pen. Q

it tracks their lives over the course 
of a year, bookended in cultural 
reality by the election victory of 
Barack Obama and death of 
Michael Jackson. 

‘The main driving force I think 
was wanting to see middle-class 
blackness, for want of a better 
phrase, in literary fiction because I 
haven’t really seen it before,’ 

Evans tells me. ‘We’ve seen a lot 
of representations of black 
Britishness in a 
negative light, 
and black 
Britishness and 
black lives in 
connection to 
the overriding 
themes that are 
associated with 
blackness and race, slavery, 
migration and racism. And that is a 
big part of the story of blackness, 
but there’s this other part I felt 
hadn’t really been explored at all 
just about ordinariness.’ 

Place, she admits, is also 
something that has a great 
influence on the lives of her 
characters. Ordinary People is set 
partly in Bell Green in Sydenham, 
near where she used to live, and 
draws very heavily on the 
symbolism of nearby Crystal 
Palace. ‘It was kind of an 
experiment to see if I could tell the 
story of a love story through the 
symbolism of the Crystal Palace,’ 


she laughs. ‘It was a very wacky 
idea, I didn’t know if it was going 
to work and it was a huge risk, but 
it just really fascinated and excited 
me.’ Indeed, London lives very 
firmly in all of her novels, which 
have all been set in the north, west 
and south of the capital. ‘It does 
seem that I’m doing a tour of 
London through my writing,’ she 
smiles. ‘I guess it’s because these 
are places that I’ve lived in and felt 
around me their 
energy, their 
particularities, the 
colours and the 
people and the 
sensations. I think 
with south 
London in 
particular, I felt it 
deserved a novel. It’s often 
denigrated as an inferior London, 
but I don’t see it like that. I wanted

As Deptford X and Nunhead Art Trail 
kick off, we look into why SE London is 
renowned for being so artistic 


I t’s no secret that south east 
London has a pretty inspired 
art scene but this September art 
is coming out of its frame and 
onto the streets. Deptford X festival, 
which returns for the 19th time this 
month has, since its conception, 
seen artists and artworks breaking 
out of the traditional gallery space 
and take to the streets. The festival 
has two elements: a fringe 
programme of independent projects 
that runs parallel to a curated 
programme, which sees five 
emerging artists creating new works 
of art in public spaces. 

For Patrick Henry, Director of 
Deptford X, this creates a unique 
opportunity for artists and viewers. 
‘I think working outside of a 
gallery space is really different. 
You have to think differently about 
your audience, you have to think 
differently about the relationship 
between art and everyday life. The

premise of the festival is to break 
down the boundary between art in a 
cloistered space and the noisy 
complicated reality of everyday life,’ 
he says. ‘It means lots of artists make 
work that involve the participation of 
the public.’ 

This year crowds can expect to see 
artworks by Shawanda Corbett, 
Georgia Lucas-Going, David Steans, 
NT and Laura Yuile. For NT, the 
untraditional exhibition space has led 
her to think about inclusivity and 
youth for her film piece. She’s been 
speaking to local school pupils to 
make her piece inclusive. She says: 
‘Once the festivals up they’ll come 
and look at it as well, it’s about them 
being involved, this is something 
happening on their doorstep and I 
think it’s really important that they 
see that this is for them.’ 

As an artist whose work often 
explores the relationship between 
public and private space, Deptford X 


seems the 
perfect 
opportunity for an artist 
like Laura Yuile. As she explains: 

‘My work tends to revolve around 
ideas and issues of public and private 
space, and the commercialised 
domestic sphere and redevelopment 
within the city. 

‘I’m going to draw from the 
context, the work will be shown in an 
empty unit in a new build block 
overlooking Deptford Yard so I guess 
it will be taking a lot of inspiration 
from the way that it’s changing, but 
also just the development across 
London in general.’ These series 
of artworks will form something 
of a trail around Deptford for 
people to stumble upon and 
enjoy. At the same time the 
Nunhead Art Trail will also be 
encouraging people to stumble 
upon art in a less traditional way. 

So what can we expect this

1. The opening of Goldsmith’s 
gallery for contemporary art 

Disused Victorian baths and water tanks 
are being renovated to create a new 
contemporary art gallery that will open 
to the public on 8 September. The first 
show will be a solo exhibition by New 
York-based artist Mika Rottenberg. 


2. Peckham Road 
Fire Station opening 

South east London is spoilt with new 
gallery openings this month with South 
London Gallery opening the former 
Peckham Road Gallery on 22 
September. The £4 million renovation 
will see a new contemporary arts space 
with an education space upstairs 
allowing the gallery to expand its arts 
programme to more of the local 
community. 


3. Peckham Festival 

Beginning on 14 September this year's 
annual festival has started a 
crowdfunding campaign to raise the 
funds to keep going. It will feature the 
annual open studios event that sees 
artists showcase their work from their 
studio spaces or from home. 


4. Glass at The Forge 

For something a bit different head 
down to The Forge in Greenwich, 
which will be opening its doors for the 
first time during the London Design 
Week and Open House 2018. 
They'll be showcasing the finest glass 
artists from Japan, Scotland, Estonia 
and India.

year? As Nick Cobb, one 
of the founders of the 
trail, explains this year 
will see a variety of 
different mediums displayed 
across Nunhead. ‘There’s 
photography - check out the 
new ECAD Photography Gallery - 
collage, drawing, printing and 
illustration,’ Cobb explains. One 
particularly timely event is taking place 
at Nunhead cemetery where an 
exhibition celebrating the centenary of 
votes for women and a related dance 
piece will be on show within the 
Restored Chapel. There are also a few 
unexpected elements. There will be 
wandering performers around Nunhead 
and members of south London poet 
group Rye Poets will be 

performing in several homes. 
For Cobb, the lack of 
physical limits gives 
the trail a 


distinct feel 
and freedom for 
artists. ‘Commercial 
galleries choose a small number of 
artists to promote and support, but 
have to be confident that what’s 
produced sells,’ he explains. ‘It 
could mean they will overlook 
experimental ideas and art that 
won’t be pigeon-holed.’ 

The art trail, however, creates a 
different feel. ‘A festival feeling 
emerges with shop windows 
decorated with drawings and non¬ 
visual activities. A family 
meandering about can enjoy the 
surprises that each venue will 
conjure up. Let’s not forget that 
quite a lot of work gets sold too, 
enabling the artist to survive and 
purchasers owning and displaying a 
powerful statement of supporting 
local creativity.’ 

And that’s not the only thing 
Cobb and Henry have similar views 
on. Another is why the art scene in 
south east London is so thriving: it’s 
a place artists can afford to live and 
work. As Cobb explains: ‘Artists 
need affordable spaces to live, 
work and develop after art 
school. Deptford, New Cross, 
Peckham and Camberwell all 
had these and two art schools, 
Camberwell and Goldsmiths. 
That means that mutually 
supportive social networks can 
be established.’ D 
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'There's a couple of Instagram landmarks, the creaky shed is one of them, 
Skye O'Neill explains. 'I think because it's kind of crooked, it's an old style 
shop so it's got piles of fruit up the front and flowers and it's quite pretty. 
You can take it straight on which works quite well, it's a facade photo, it 
looks a bit like something out of Harry Potter so I think for a lot of people 
it's something quite quintessential^ English so I think that's where the 
appeal lies. The shop do very good seasonal displays. At Halloween 
they do lots of pumpkins and at Christmas they have Christmas trees 
and it's quite nice and seasonal and people like that. It's quite 
relatable too, it's not hard to understand what it is.' 


CREAKY SHED 
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W e’ve always known 
Greenwich was as 
pretty as a picture, 
but now it’s 

official: Greenwich has been voted 
London’s second most 
Instagrammed borough. From the 
colourful wares of Greenwich 
market to the towering sails of the 
Cutty Sark, Greenwich is picture 
perfect. The borough pipped 
Westminster and Kensington and 
Chelsea to the post according to 
recent research by Central London 
Apartments, who analysed the 
most used hashtags on Instagram 
for 33 of London’s boroughs. 

So, we can’t help but want to 
know exactly why, aside from the 


obvious that we live in a beautiful 
neighbourhood. What is it about 
our lovely local area that makes 
people quite so snap happy? 

Someone who has spent a lot of 
time covering Greenwich from 
behind the camera is Skye O’Neill, 
who has made a name for herself 
with her Georgian London 
Instagram that currently has over 
135,000 followers. Having featured 
her earlier in the year on account 
of her social media success, who 
better a person to talk to about her 
local area becoming so 
Instagrammable? A south 
Londoner, O’Neill makes frequent 
trips to Greenwich and for her the 
area’s history is a big part of what 


makes it so perfect for Instagram. 

‘There’s lots of things to take 
photos of there, nice houses and 
the park and the Queen’s House,’ 
she explains. ‘Up by the 
observatory there are lovely views 
out over London towards the 
Thames and there’s the Painted 
Hall in the Naval College too. 

There’s quite a few nice historic 
spots to do with London’s 
Maritime History and then there’s 
also lots of nice houses and streets 
around Greenwich Park.’ 

O’Neill puts Greenwich’s 
success on Instagram down to its 
draw with the tourists that come to 
London. ‘I think there’s lots of 
reasons why people go to ► 
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Greenwich,’ she tells me. ‘I think 
the reason so many photos are taken 
in Greenwich is because 
of the amount of tourists who 
go there.’ 

Similarly, Victoria Jackson of 
Central London Apartments who 
undertook the research has noticed 
the quaint, rural feel of Greenwich 
makes it a popular destination 
among tourists. ‘The river, the 
architecture and the naval history 
are a big draw for our guests and 
this is an ever-popular location 
for those coming to London for 
a longer stay, or looking for a 
little more authentic experience 
of London. 

‘Greenwich is clearly a highly 


Instagrammable location, and it’s 
understandable why it came so 
high up on our list. The views 
across London alone are picture 
perfect, and the charming feel of 
the neighbourhood, the independent 
shops and cafes, gardens and 
wildlife makes you feel like you’ve 
escaped from city life to your 
own village.’ 

What is particularly interesting is 
that while this kind of research is 
welcome for Greenwich locals, for 
members of Greenwich Market it is 
further proof that Instagram is a 
vital tool in helping promote the 
area and local business. Anna 
Rakitina manages Greenwich 
Market’s social media and 


marketing and handles their 
Instagram output. For her, 

Instagram is key to many stall 
holders’ success. ‘Instagram is so 
important as it gives you that 
instant coverage,’ she explains. 

For the market, I am told that the 
most popular shots are aerial views 
out over the whole market, although 
they do also get a lot of customers 
enquiring about specific stalls and 
products that they’ve seen online. 
For brands and businesses, social 
photography that has been taken in 
a relaxed and personal style is often 
crucial to their success, as it is a 
way of showing valuable and 
meaningful engagement with their 
customers now. Q

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T here’s little 
doubt that in 
south east 
London we are 
truly blessed with some phenomenal 
design, whether you’re looking at 
our selection of wonderful historical 
buildings or the impressive new 
work done by local architects on 
residential homes. However, the 
frustrating thing can be when this 
amazing work remains hidden 
behind closed doors. 

This is where Open House 
London comes in, offering people 
the opportunity to take a peek in at 
some great design from 22-23 
September. This year there will be 
more than 800 buildings around the 
capital taking part, from homes to 
offices, as well as a brewery or two. 

‘The weekend gives visitors a 
chance to see their capital like never 
before and what is really behind 
those closed doors,’ Open House 
London Coordinator Annie Simpson 
tells me. ‘And the best and most 
important 


anniversary. Carl 
Turner Architects will also be 
showing groups around the multi¬ 
storey car park in Peckham which 
they helped transform into creative 
working spaces, called Peckham 
Levels. Another building involved in 
this year’s offering is the award¬ 
winning Red House in East Dulwich, 
which was remodelled from a garage 
into a three-bedroom end-terrace 
home by 31/44 Architects. The 
unique design was inspired by the 
needs of contemporary living, while 
also playing homage to the 
neighbouring Victorian designs. 

‘We set out to build an assertive 
piece of architecture, justly confident 
of its place in the street without 
being disrespectful, and sharing 
something of the spirit, solidity, and 
decoration of the Victorian 
surroundings without veering 
towards any kind of in-authenticity,’ 
architect Will Burges tells me, 
adding that this is where the iconic 
red brick inspiration came from. 

One of the biggest achievements 
of the project was the creation of 
maximum space in a fairly compact 
area, which Burges tells me they 
achieved by sinking the ground floor 
by a metre, to allow a three storey 
building, in keeping with the two- 
storey adjacent buildings. 

For his architecture firm, the 
weekend gives people the chance to 
look in buildings they usually 
wouldn’t be able to, especially 
residential properties like this one. 
‘Such events give us a chance to 
share and discuss our projects ► 


part is 
that it is free, making it 
extremely accessible for anyone to 
tap into the cities culture.’ 

Growing from just four boroughs 
when it was founded in 1992 by 
Victoria Thornton OBS HonFRIBA, 
last year saw the weekend have 
participants in every London 
borough for their 25th anniversary. 
This year they’re expecting over 
250,000 people to visit during the 
weekend, which will see firm 
favourites like 10 Downing Street 
and The Shard return. 

So what can people expect from 
Open City 2018? ‘Another year full 
to the brim of great architecture and 
place-making open for the public to 
explore and understand their city 
more,’ Simpson tells me. ‘We will 
have over 800 buildings with almost 
200 brand new buildings.’ 

And, it really seems that there’s 
never been a better time to explore 
south east London with a whole host 
of tours and buildings involved. One 
such inclusion is a tour with Bexley 
archivist Simon McKeon learning 
the origins of architectural 
Thamesmead in its 50th

showing people around their 
Red House project in Dulwich 


restoration. A little closer to the 
river, the Better Bankside project 
will be hosting walks around the 
area know as the Low Line. This is 
the brainchild of local resident David 
Stephens who is working with a 
number of bodies to open up the area 
around the railway viaducts that 
crisscross from Bermondsey to 
Blackfriars. 

For Open House, Better Bankside 
will be hosting a three-hour walking 
tour, starting at Southwark station 
and going all the way along the Low 
Line, through Borough Market, past 
London Bridge and on to 
Bermondsey. It will showcase the 
history of the area, alongside looking 
at some of the new developments 
showing the possibilities of the 
project, like Union Yard Arches and 
Flat Iron Square. 

‘It has the potential to open up 
this incredible walking route that is 
car free, or mostly car free and that 
can link communities, that can link 
some of the major stations of 
London like London Bridge and 
Waterloo,’ Bankside 


Urban Forest 
Manager Valerie Beime 
enthuses. She adds that it was in part 
inspired by the High Line in New 
York through ‘the idea of using this 
underused infrastructure and turning 
it into something really positive that 
can support healthy living and 
healthy streets but can also deliver 
economic opportunities and 
development to the neighbourhood.’ 

Beime tells me that it is not the 
first time the team have been 
involved in Open House, hosting 
tours for the last two years, noting it 
has been a great way to get people 
excited about design. 

She beams: ‘For us open house is 
just a fantastic way to reach new 
audiences and certainly the walks 
we’ve hosted in previous years 
have always been really well 
attended.’ And with a stellar 
programme like this, I’m sure 
south east London will be out 
in force once again this 
September. Q 
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directly with a larger audience, 
particularly those projects that are 
otherwise private and inaccessible to 
all but the residents,’ Burges tells 
me. ‘We enjoy visiting private 
houses during Open House and we 
were lucky that the residents of the 
houses we hoped to include also 
thought it would be fun.’ Over in 
Peckham, Open House will also be 
hosting tours on Saturday and 
Sunday at 1pm in the Old Waiting 
Room in Peckham Rye Station, 
which reopened last year. 

The Grade II listed room was 
designed by architect Charles Henry 
Driver and in its time was used by 
up to 100 people awaiting their 
trains. It was blocked up in 1961 but 
local firm Benedict O’Looney 
Architects worked on the project for 
about 10 years to restore the building 
to its former grandeur, with a 
restored cast iron staircase among 
the one of the main additions. 

Visitors on the weekend will be able 
to see it in its glory, as well as

As the Market Brasserie at the Intercontinental 
creates a new menu, exectuive chef Johan Rox 
tells us how it all came about

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reenwich has one of the 
richest culinary 
histories in London, 
being one of the few 
parts of the city that can lay any sort 
of claim to being able to supply its 
own food. Whether it’s fish from the 
Thames, vegetables from the parks 
and allotments or, in bygone days, 
deer from the Royal Park, there are 
a huge amount of edible associations 
within the Royal Borough, which 
many of its bars, cafes and 
restaurants pay homage to, 
consciously or unconsciously. The 
Market Brasserie, situated within the 
Intercontinental at the 02, is proud 
of its antecedents, under executive 


chef Johan Rox. As he says: ‘The 
Greenwich area has a long history 
of trading goods and spices. We 
have been able to use this heritage 
as an influence in our dishes, decor 
and chosen local suppliers, one of 
whom supplies our freshly baked 
breads and pastries for our 
breakfast offering.’ 

Although the Market Brasserie 
might, at first, seem like just another 
high-end hotel restaurant, it soon 
becomes very clear from Rox’s 
passion and enthusiasm that this is 
something altogether more exciting. 
He describes working within the 
Intercontinental brand as offering 
‘more opportunities than 


challenges’, and, as he caters to an 
audience that encompasses ‘both 
internal and external guests from 
different nationalities and 
demographic backgrounds’, he finds 
that he has to find the most effective 
way of keeping as many people 
happy as possible. Thus it is that he 
has hit upon the ‘best of British’ 
menu at his restaurant, which he 
claims ‘in my view should start with 
showcasing British grown produce 
that’s based on season and location. 
There are certain British cooking 
styles, such as curing, smoking and 
braising, that we are able to use in 
the Market Brasserie to bring out the 
best flavours of our produce.’ ►

The menu sounds, frankly, 
delectable. A few of the highlights 
include, in Rox’s descriptions, 
‘sharing platters with our own cured 
fish, British cold cuts and vegetarian 
options; British modem-style fish 
and chips with battered cod, 
scallops, prawns and truffle chunky 
chips; smokehouse meats from our 
own hotel smoker with brisket, beef 
short ribs, cured baby back pork ribs 
and smoked pork ribs.’ If somehow 
any hotel guests have any appetite 
left after ploughing through a 
selection of that, breakfast is also 
something rather special; Rox claims 
to serve a staggering 188 items, 
including ‘cantaloupe melon with 
Greek yoghurt, English honey, butter 
croissant and a selection of local 
jams and smoked cod kedgeree with 
poached hen’s egg, cumin, coriander 
and turmeric spiced rice.’ 

Although Rox is the executive 
chef, he likes the idea of working 
with his staff 
very much as a 
team: ‘The 
creation of our 
menus is a 
product of the 
entire Market 
Brasserie 
team. I like to 

keep all chefs involved and come up 
with ideas together.’ This includes 
coming up with signature and 
favourite dishes, the current one of 
which is the slow cooked maize-fed 
chicken ballotine with portobello

mushrooms, baby heirloom carrots 
and white veloute. 

Rox is also very proud of the 
smokehouse, which he believes has 
hugely enhanced what the restaurant 
can offer. As he says: ‘You can 
literally cure and smoke anything 
you like with a few basic steps. 

We like to experiment with more 
unusual cuts of meat and fish - this 
creates different ideas and flavours 
enhancing our 
produce, which has 
been well received 
by our guests. One 
of our most popular 
smoked dishes is our 
braised and smoked 
brisket.’ Wine is also 
a big part of the 
Market Brasserie’s offering; Rox 
comments that ‘food and wine go 
hand in hand, they complement each 
other and enhance the dining 
experience in the same way that 
great service does. Many of our 


interview 


waiting staff have been trained 
and are official WSET level 2 
wine waiters, so they have the 
knowledge to give our guests 
recommendations on which 
wine is the best choice for 
each dish.’ 

His own background is an 
eclectic and global one. T 
started my career when I was 
17-years-old in a Michelin-star 
hotel restaurant in Brussels. 
From there I worked for 
different hotel brands in 
Holland, Spain, Argentina, 
Dominican Republic and 
Gibraltar. I have always loved 
travelling, and together with 
my wife, who has always 
supported me, and our two 
boys, we have experienced a 
lot.’ He describes Santi 
Santamaria (‘a Spanish Catalan chef 
who knew how to create avant-garde 
dishes of traditional Spanish 
cuisine’) as his great mentor, and 
has high ambitions for the Market 
Brasserie: ‘Our aim is to receive 2 
AA Rosettes and to continue 
experimenting with local and 
regional produce to create 
unforgettable moments for our 
guests.’ Judging by the glowing 
feedback, this ambition seems 
eminently attainable. 

And, for Rox, what would be his 
desert island dish? Fittingly, it nods 
to both the maritime traditions of 
Greenwich, and also to his 
restaurant. ‘It would have to be a 
grilled seafood platter with a nice 
glass of chilled white wine.’ It 
would be a hard-hearted soul who 
could begrudge Rox that. □

How to make the perfect gluten free treat

I n an era of heightened awareness of 
an individual’s dietary needs it 
pays to have a few gluten 
free and vegan dishes up 
your sleeve. 

Knowing how to 
successfully substitute gluten 
out of a recipe is extremely 
useful. One ingredient I find 
invaluable for this is chickpea 
flour, or gram flour as it’s more 
commonly known. Gram flour 
provides a fantastic alternative to wheat 
flour in most cake, fritter and biscuits 
recipes. It’s nutty flavour and coarser 
texture adds both flavour and body. 

Mixed with water, gram flour is also a 
brilliant substitute for eggs in a frittata. 

My recipe for sweet potato and coriander 
frittata is both vegan and gluten free. 
Served with smashed avocado and chipotle 
jam, it makes a wonderful brunch dish. 

To make the chipotle jam blitz 500g of 
chopped fresh tomatoes with one clove of 
garlic and 40g of grated fresh ginger in a 
food processor. Put into a thick bottomed 
pot with one teaspoon of chipotle flakes, 
300g of caster sugar and 100ml of cider 
vinegar. Simmer for 40 minutes, stirring 
occasionally so it doesn’t catch. Cool and 
then pack into a sterilised jar. D

EAT: THE TAPAS 
ROOM, DEPTFORD 

D eptford is having something of a food 
revolution at the moment with more 
restaurants and bars opening up than there 
is time to visit them. But, if you only have 
the chance to try one, make sure it’s The Tapas Room. 

The second opening from Tapas maestro Paul 
Belcher and the team behind street food van Donostia 
Social Club, the delightful spot is tucked away in one 
of Deptford Market Yard’s converted train arches. Get 
there early enough, bag yourself a seat around a barrel 
outside, order a Vermouth Spritz and watch the world 
go by on a warm evening. 

You can rest assured that the food is glorious. For 
our meal, my guest and I plumped for the delicious 
Pan con Tomate with ham and cod croquettas to start 
with, alongside some plates of Chorizo and Manchego 
to dip into. They were utterly delicious, and it’s worth 
noting they come in seriously generous portion sizes 
for the price. But it was the perfectly paired flavours 
of the pork belly with morcilla and pear alongside the 
warm salad of mushrooms, artichoke and apple that 
really cemented that this restaurant is the real deal. 

And while it’s tempting to stuff yourself with tapas, 
you really must leave room for the churros with 
chocolate and cinnamon sugar at the end, as well as 
partaking in some glorious dessert wine - I’d 
recommend the heavenly Libamus. 

As we finished our meal, my guest happily 
declared it’s the best tapas she’s had outside of Spain, 
to which I wholeheartedly agreed. However, perhaps 
why I loved the restaurant so much was due to how 
authentically local it felt. It is full of regulars popping 
in for a quick post-work drink and friendly staff 
happily chatting away. 

It’s not often you’ll feel such a part of the 
community eating out and quite frankly you’d be mad 
not to try it.

Fellowstead 

Co-founders Simon Leighton and 
Gavin Pickbum created 
Fellowstead in their Peckham 
kitchen back in 2015 as an ode to 
all things leafy, herby and green. 
Selling a selection of candles, 
fragrance and lifestyle products, 
the pair are all about bringing 
simple and natural handmade 
products into people’s homes. 


How did Fellowstead come about? 

Simon: We always say Fellowstead 
is our ‘ode to slow living’. We 
were both living quite hectic lives 
and felt like weren’t spending 
enough quality time at home 
together. I had always made 
candles as a hobby and we began 
playing around with our own 
scents and making small batch 
candles together. The process is 
quite relaxing and it became a way

for us to engage more 
at home and enjoy the time we 
spent there. 


Your creations place an emphasis 
on natural and simple products, 
why is this important to you? 

Gavin: This was a part of our ethos 
pretty much from the beginning. 
We both loved home fragrance 
products and spent a fortune on 
candles. When we set out to make 
our own we did lots of research 
and were shocked to find out how 
toxic lots of our brands were. We 
knew we didn’t want this for our 
products. 


How important is the move to 
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more natural products in home 
fragrances? 

Simon: I think there’s a huge shift 
towards products made with more 
natural, eco-friendly materials as 
people are becoming more 
mindful. Scent may be an invisible 
element to our homes but it’s no 
less important in terms of the 
impact it can have on our health 
and the environment. 

Do you find Peckham a creative 
place to work? 

Gavin: Having so many 
independent makers in the area has 
been such a huge spur on for us - 
it’s nice to have easy access to 
like-minded, creative people who 
are working towards similar goals 
and there’s a fantastic sense of 
community. 

What made you want to get 
involved with the London Smiths? 

Simon: We love anyone who 
champions independent makers 
and the London Smiths are doing a 
fantastic job of showcasing the 
talent London has to offer. 


Christabel 

Balfour 

Lifelong Peckham resident 
Christabel Balfour makes hand- 
woven rugs and wall-hangings 
from her loom in her studio. 
Creating designs that are simple, 
minimal and stripped down, she 
uses hard-wearing, colour fast rug 
wool to painstakingly craft rugs to 
last a lifetime. 

What made you want to get 
involved with the London Smiths? 

Alex reached out to me about 
collaborating and designing 
and making some pieces 
exclusively for them. I really 
loved the sound of what they were 
doing, and from that initial 
discussion we came up with a 
collection of three designs in two 
separate sizes which I wove by 
hand at the beginning of this year. 

How do you create your pieces? 

I start with a rough sketch and a 
plan for the colour combination 
and size of the piece. The next step 


is to warp the loom- this means 
winding on the vertical threads 
which are stretched over the loom 
and form the inner structure of the 
weaving. Once the warp is set, I’ll 
weave the design itself, going back 
and forth across the width of the 
warp and building up gradually 
and slowly. A piece can sometimes 
take anywhere from two days to 
three weeks to finish. ►

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A HERITAGE 

HOME 

This Peckham Rye home is a rare 
property full to the brim with 
history, traditional English 
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space of the month 




T his charming Georgian 

townhouse that commands 
a fantastic position 
overlooking Peckham Rye 
is a rare gem that perfectly 
showcases the beauty and 
splendour of Georgian architecture. 
Unlike many other properties of its 
kind in this part of London, this 
one has been kept somewhat 
connected to its history and its 
roots. After years of a carefully 
considered finish in keeping with 
its Grade II listed status, the house 
is abundant in character and is 
quite evidently a friendly and 
loving family home. 

Proud and broad sash windows 
face the Rye, bringing in a wealth 
of colour and natural light and 
giving the residence a wonderful 
panorama across the park towards 
East Dulwich. ‘It’s location 
opposite a medieval park over 
1000 years old is what first drew 
us to the house,’ says owner 
Susannah Blaine. ‘It has a special 
history - it was the first house to be 
built in the terrace around 1816, 
with the rest of the terrace being 
completed by 1827.’ 

What is perhaps most lovely 
about this property is that it is still 
in its original layout, as designed 
by the Georgians. ‘Georgians had 
two rooms per floor and in this case 
a wide long hallway with feature 
archway. I consulted numerous 
magazines and books over the 
years, along with historical 
information, to ensure that the 
house was decorated in a style 
sympathetic to its roots, from 
everything including the colour 
scheme curtains to the furniture,’ 
Blaine tells me. 

It was important to her to make 
it in keeping with the Regency 
period. ‘It was immensely 
important to me personally to allow 
the house to remain connected to 
its original design in order to 
appreciate its splendid architectural 
features,’ she continues. ‘It is a real 
shame in my opinion to take a 
historic house and English Heritage 
house and rip out the soul and 
intrinsic character by replacing it 
with stainless steel and white tiles. 
This becomes a very harsh look for 
a house with such historic 


significance. If one likes a modem 
house, it is far better to buy a 
modem or new-build house and 
decorate it accordingly.’ 

But this is a Georgian period 
house and Blaine felt that it should 
be restored to its former glory and 
endeavoured to do so as faithfully 
as possible. One of the ways that 
she has achieved this is by the use 
of black and white tessellated tiles, 
common for this style of house in 
its entrance hall, but also by the use 
of heritage colours for the rooms to 
create a different feeling and 
atmosphere in each space. 

She tells me how the Georgians

liked colour and mood creation, so 
each room has a specific colour to 
create a certain mood or 
atmosphere. ‘My study is a tranquil 
green which I find is very 
therapeutic,’ says Blaine. ‘The 
living room and hallway is 
primrose yellow designed to create 
maximum light and space 
throughout the house, and the pale 
colours in the bedroom promote 
rest and sleep, making it a 
wonderful place to unwind.’ 

One of the spaces in the 
property that stood out to me as 
being somewhat different to 
anything else that I’ve seen before 
and that made me realise that it was 
designed to be a tribute to its past 
was the drawing room. ‘The grand 
double aspect drawing room is a 
pale yellow with deep satin red and 


gold curtains, as these are a 
common Georgian combination,’ 
says Blaine. ‘The whiskey coloured 
heart pine floors are all original and 
add to the warmth and cosiness of 
the room. Plus, the furniture is 
mostly regency based too.’ Blaine 
truly feels that the property allows 
someone to buy into a slice of 
London history. ‘Peckham is 
actually in one of the oldest 
Boroughs, as Southwark appears in 
the Doomsday book. It has always 
been and still is a very vibrant 
place,’ she says. ‘It is so rich in 
historical significance and this 
house has a lovely, friendly and 
warm feel to it.’ 

I wonder what Blaine feels is 
one of the most unique selling 
points of a property such as this - 
after all, it’s for someone who 
also wants to celebrate history 
too and not for someone looking 
for a modem townhouse. ‘It has 
been pure joy living here and 
raising my family of three sons 
for the past 30 years,’ she says. ‘It 
is a real home and anyone living 
here with a family will never want 
to leave. There is something very 
special about sitting in front of a 
fireplace that was enjoyed by 
Britons 200 years ago; to sit in 
your bedroom and look out across 
the park on a moonlit evening 
while enjoying only candlelight 
enables one to experience an aspect 
of life in a Georgian house most 
people never have the opportunity 
to experience. I feel intimately 
connected to the house, its past and 
its former inhabitants, and as a 
writer I appreciate the positive 
energy this house offers.' D

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TREAT FOR FEET 

September marks World Reflexology Week, so is it 
time we started looking down to feel a little more up?

L eonardo da Vinci said the 
human foot is a masterpiece 
of engineering and a work 
of art. Looking down at my 
feet, I am not sure I would describe 
them quite as a work of art, but 
through reflexology our feet can 
tell us a lot about our body. 

Reflexology is a non-invasive 
complementary therapy based on 
the theory that different points on 


the feet, hands and even ears 
correspond with different areas of 
the body. We have over 7,000 
nerve endings in our feet, so it’s 
not surprising that when we tread 
on something it can hurt. 
Reflexologists follow a foot map 
and believe that working these 
different points aids relaxation and 
improves wellbeing. 

Its origins are unknown. What

is known is that it was used in 
ancient Chinese medicine and a 
form of foot therapy was used by 
the Egyptians. It reimerged in 1915 
when an article - ‘To stop that 
toothache, squeeze your toe’ - was 
published on the work of Dr 
William Fitzgerald, and today is 
very much in demand. 

‘It is very relaxing particularly 
when so many people suffer from 
stress,’ explains Nicola Hall, 
chairman of the British 
Reflexology Association. ‘It’s 
excellent for stress related 
conditions. It can alleviate 
migraines, back aches and 
hormonal problems. Clients that 
come regularly for maintenance 
find they get very few symptoms 
of the menopause.’ 

Reflexologists cannot diagnose 
specific conditions, but will pick

up areas of the body that are ‘out 
of balance’ by feeling the different 
reflex points. This can manifest in 
different ways, sometimes as pain, 
sharpness or stiffness. ‘It generally 
relates to something the person 
already knows,’ Hall says. 

‘Most people that turn to 
reflexology have already had a 
medical diagnosis before they start. 
It’s often very good for pain relief 
and helping to reduce 
inflammation. Those with arthritic 
conditions may find their joints are 
a bit more mobile after treatment 
and not so painful,’ adds Hall, who 
has practised for over 40 years. 

She credits the rise in reflexology 
with people being more aware of 
their health. ‘If people have had 
good results they come at intervals 
to maintain their health.’ 

Of course, there could be a 
placebo effect, but in a 2013 study 
researchers at the University of 
Portsmouth found that people felt 
nearly 40 per cent less pain when 
they used reflexology as a method 
of pain relief. 

Tracey Smith of the Association 
of Reflexologists believes people 
are drawn to the holistic therapy as 


unlike massage it involves little 
removal of clothing - all you need 
to do is remove your socks. It is 
also face to face so conversation 
can easily take place. ‘This can be 
relaxing and also releasing, it can 
be amazing what problems or 
history can be talked about during 


a session if the client wants to,’ she 
says. For those who can’t bear 
their feet being touched, in the past 
few years facial reflexology has 
become more popular. ‘The face is 
thought to be particularly useful 
because the nerves are so close to 
the brain,’ Smith explains. 

Dawn Fortune turned to 
reflexology as an alternative when 
her baby was breach and was told 
that she would have to have him 
turned or face a caesarean. After a 
few sessions her baby had turned 
and she was able to give birth 
naturally. She was sold on the 
therapy and decided to train as a 
practitioner herself treating clients 
from as young as two years. 

‘It has achieved amazing things 
over the years. People that can’t 
sleep are now sleeping, periods 
have returned to a pain free cycle, 
people suffering from stress and 
anxiety learn to relax,’ she says. ‘If 
there is a medical condition you 
need to go to your doctor, but 
reflexology is being used now 
quite a lot by the medical 
profession for palliative care and 
those with cancer - it’s a good way 
of helping clients through these 
stressful times where you need to 
relax and heal.’ Q

A s I write this, Britain 
is in the midst of a 
glorious/crushing 
(delete as appropriate) 
heatwave, so it feels somewhat 
traitorous to Britain’s reborn beaches 
to extol the virtues of holidaying in 
Crete. But as marvellous as Margate 
is, an escape to the Greek island was 
just what the doctor ordered when 
I visited earlier this summer.

But let’s return to those sandy 
beaches, because it’s the first thing 
many of us picture when we think of 
summer holidays, and Crete’s newest 
luxury hotel resort, the Nana 
Princess, is blessed with a beautiful 
beach complete with immaculate 
infinity pools, sun loungers galore 
and white linen-draped daybeds, in 
the Bay of Malia. Located on the 


north side of Crete, a nippy 20-30 
minute drive from Heraklion Airport, 
the glamorous new resort has been 
carefully crafted by the Karatzis 
Group of Companies, a family run 
enterprise that also owns the 
neighbouring Nana Beach hotel.

THE BETTER LIFE 

Why more and more people are going organic and why it doesn’t 
have to he hardfor a family to do so either

I t started with Tom and 
Barbara appearing on our 
screens in The Good Life , and 
40 years on our fascination 
with all things organic has grown 
from fad to big business - and now 
it’s more accessible than ever, 
something that makes it perfect for 
families hoping to live a more 
organic lifestyle. 

Clare McDermott, business 
development director at the Soil 
Association, the UK’s leading 
organic certification body, calls it 
‘mindful eating’. ‘It’s all about 
harmony and recognising the true 


cost of the food choices that we 
make,’ she says. ‘Eating organically 
not only has benefits for health, the 
environment and wildlife, we are 
thinking more about where our food 
comes from, how it has been 
produced and where we are buying 
it.’ Four in ten people now buy 
organic food despite consumers 
sometimes having to pay more. But 
a big question for a family hoping 
to make the lifestyle move is 
whether it is worth the extra cost? 

‘There are several reasons why 
people choose organic,’ explains 
McDermott. ‘Organic food is food

as it should be, and people are 
increasingly aware of the assurance 
a certified-organic product offers, as 
well as the fact that it has fewer 
pesticides, no preservatives or GM 
ingredients and organic food offers 
the highest standards of animal 
welfare.’ With scandals such as BSE 
- mad cow disease - horsemeat 
being sold as beef and sometimes 
shocking images of intensive animal 
farming, it is no surprise the public 
are concerned about what they are 
buying. According to the Soil 
Association, in the past six years the 
organic market has steadily grown - 
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family 




it increased six per cent last year and 
the UK market is now valued at over 
£2 billion. 

A 2014 study by Newcastle 
University found that organic fruit 
and vegetable crops were up to 60 per 
cent higher in a number of key 
antioxidants than conventionally- 
grown crops. This equates to the 
equivalent of eating between one to 
two extra portions of fruit and 
vegetables a day. And because of the 
natural grass-based diet of the 
animals, organic milk and meat was 
shown to contain up to 50 per cent 
more omega 3 fatty acids. 

But it’s not only the nutritional 
value that is important these days, but 
the environmental impact. 

McDermott says: ‘Organic farming is 
better for wildlife with farms creating 
havens for birds, bees and butterflies, 
lower pollution from sprays, less 
carbon dioxide and fewer dangerous 
wastes. Organic agriculture helps 
fight against climate change by 
storing more carbon in soils. If all 
UK farmland was converted to 
organic farming, at least 1.3m tonnes 
would be taken up by the soil each 
year - that’s the equivalent of taking 
a million cars off the road.’ 

‘Because organic farming relies on 



a healthy, fertile soil, the food 
produced tastes great,’ says Aileen 
Nicol, campaign director for the 
Organic Trade Board. ‘It is now 
easier than ever to choose and buy 
organic, with increasing numbers of 
food outlets offering organic on the 
menu, a rise in organic box 
deliveries, as well as increased 
ranges and retailers offering their 
own labels.’ With the public more 
aware of where their food comes 
from, they are also returning to 
growing their own fruit and veg in a 
bid to have a slice of The Good Life. 

‘Keeping chickens goes hand in 
hand with this, and there’s nothing 
better than picking up a home¬ 
grown egg fresh from the nest box,’ 
says Francesca Taffs of the British 


Hen Welfare Trust. When the trust was 
formed in 2005, 5,000 hens were 
re-homed. Fast forward to 2018 and 
they are on course to re-home over 
60,000 chickens. It’s the perfect way to 
teach your children about the food that 
they eat from a young age, and the 
tactile nature of harvesting is a good 
learning tool. But maybe the best news 
for many of us is that organic wine is 
less likely to lead to hangovers as it is 
free of sulphur dioxide - a preservative 
used in non-organic wines and thought 
to contribute to hangovers. We can 
drink to that! 19

BACK TO THE FUTURE 

With the new school year upon us, what changes can 
we expect to see in the classroom? 

Won*: JOHN DABELL 
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E ducation rarely stands still 
for very long. Schools are 
constantly innovating and 
seeking creative ways to 
be better with ambitious plans 
afoot for helping students achieve 
the very best that they can. 

Then there are the tectonic 
plates of politics that invariably 
shift to some momentous degree 
and educational goal posts move, 
snap in two or get swallowed up. 
The education secretary, Damian 
Hinds, has made a commitment to 
stability saying that there will be 
no new tests, no curriculum 
changes and no qualification 
reform in this Parliament - apart 
from the changes working their 
way through the system. Contrast 
this to Wales, where the whole 
approach to developing young 
people aged three to 16 is being 
transformed. 

So what is changing? From 
September 2018, the style in which 
students are taught will 
significantly change in some 
schools with a knowledge-based 
curriculum taking centre stage. 

This approach expects students to 
learn facts and figures to have a 
solid foundation of information to 
draw from. There will be no more 
teacher assessment at the end of 
Key Stage 2 as the government are 
intending to ‘remove the statutory 
requirement for schools to report 
teacher assessment judgements in 
English reading and mathematics 
at the end of Key Stage 2 from the 
2018 to 2019 academic year 
onwards’. Teachers will of course 
still make their teacher 
assessments, but this step is a big 
one helping to reduce workload 
and fits well into a new climate 
‘comparative judgement’, a 
method of assessing open tasks. 


A shake-up of sex education in 
schools is taking place for the first 
time in almost 20 years with the 
aim of making young people safe, 
well-adjusted and more aware of 
LGBT relationships. Compulsory 
sex and relationship education 
classes will be made statutory for 
all primary and secondary schools 
from September 2019, and so 2018 
will be a pivotal year for evidence 
submissions and training. The 
Department for Education has 
revised the guidance ‘Keeping 
children safe in education: 
statutory guidance for schools and 
colleges’ and this will come into 
force for schools from September 
2018. 

Reforms to GCSE, AS and 
A-level qualifications are 


extensive. The reformed ‘gold- 
standard’ GCSEs are linear, with 
courses designed so that students 
take all of their exams at the end of 
the course and have reformed 
course content. 

GCSEs no longer have higher 
and foundation tiers, but a new 
grading scale that uses the numbers 
1-9 to identity levels of 
performance, with 4 considered a 
‘standard’ pass and 9 being the top 
level. Students taking the 
combined science qualification will 
receive an award worth two 
GCSEs. It will consist of two equal 
or adjacent grades from 9 to 1, 
giving 17 possible grade 
combinations. All GCSE subjects 
will be revised by 2018 and 
examined by 2020. AS and 
A-levels are to be ‘decoupled’, so 
that AS levels are taken as 
qualifications in their own right. 

A whole range of micro, meso 
and macro changes take place - 
and as always schools have a 
responsibility to ensure that parents 
are kept fully informed and up to 
date. Q

Brexit? The British are still the number 
one property buyers in France 



With prices rising across much 
of France, investors may wonder if 
it’s still possible to achieve capital 
appreciation on French property 
within the next five to ten years. 
‘The answer is yes,’ says Richard 
Malle, Global Head of Research 
BNP Paribas Real Estate, ‘because 
the purchasing power of 
households is high despite the 
pricing level. So, even if interest 
rates rise, the demand will always 
be solvent. Inflation, which is 
starting again, also has an upward 
impact on values. Housing 
requirements remain high while 
supply is restricted in areas of high 
interest. Beach resorts or mountain 
resorts, for example, should see 
their prices rise with a strong 
appetite from French and foreign 
buyers.’ 

Meanwhile, leading estate 
agency Leggett Immobilier has 
reported that their sales to UK 
buyers have increased since the 
Brexit vote. ‘We saw an immediate 
drop in enquiries immediately after 
the vote in June 2016. The shock 


D espite Brexit, the 

British love affair with 
France is still going 
strong, with British 
property buyers keen to retain a 
foothold in Europe through a 
property in France. In fact, a recent 
report shows that the British are 
the leading property investors in 
France, followed by Belgians and 
Swiss, so it’s no surprise that there 
is huge interest in the upcoming 
The French Property Exhibition at 
London Olympia on 15-16 
September. 

The 10th annual International 
Buyer’s Report from leading 
finance provider BNP Paribas 
reveals that British holiday home 
owners invested primarily in the 
Rhone-Alpes region (15.4%) in 
2017, followed by Aquitaine (13%) 
and Limousin (10.7%). 

When it comes to how much 
we’re spending, the highest 
average price was in Provence- 
Cote d’Azur (€741,000), then the 
Paris area (€526,000) and the Alps 
(€439,000). Clearly Brits are keen 
to move to France as well, as the 
resident British buyer’s market 
increased by 17% last year. 


of the decision caused a short-term 
paralysis in many sectors and 
people clearly put their search for 
French property on hold,’ 
comments Trevor Leggett, 
Chairman of Leggett Immobilier. 

‘However, this didn’t last long 
and in the subsequent months it 
became evident that there was a 
“Brexit backlash” taking place. 
Sales increased and those buying 
even increased their budgets 
slightly (+7% when FX rates are 
taken into account). The one figure 
that has dropped is the number of 
British homeowners in France 
looking to move back to the UK. 
These vendor numbers are down as 
current owners are (mainly) happy 
here and feel welcome. Many are 
seeking French nationality.’ 

While no-one knows exactly 
what the Brexit deal will look like, 
there’s no doubt that British people 
will continue to be able to buy 
property across the Channel. 
‘Hundreds of people from outside 
the Eurozone buy in France every 
year, from countries such as 
America, Australia, the Far East 
and South Africa,’ comments 
Karen Tait, Editor of French 
Property News. ‘There may be a 
few more hoops to jump through - 
French red tape is notorious after 
all - but Brits will still be able to 
follow their dreams of owning a 
property in France.’

The importance of ethical investing

T he ethical 
investing 
universe is 
gathering 

strength and gaining 
momentum. This is 
thanks in no small part 
to the growing interest 
from millennials. 

Whilst the younger generations 
may be facing up to the effects of 
climate change and numerous other 
environmental, social and 
governance issues, they are also 
acknowledged as having far less 
money to invest than their parents 
and older generations. This is 
however changing. 

As millennials inherit money 
and get older themselves, more 
money is being invested in socially 
responsible investments, which can 
only be a good thing. The 
popularity of investing in ethical 
and socially responsible 
investments is important for the 
sustainability of the market. 

Can you make money? 

The ultimate aim when investing is 
to get a return over the long term, 
preferably above the rate of 
inflation. It is therefore important 
to choose your investments wisely 
and not pick the first ethical 
investment you see advertised. 

This can be a little difficult for 
the DIY investor, simply because 
there is so much choice. Some 
investors have put their faith in an 
advertised investment and some 
have indeed been lucky. Others 
would however prefer to keep luck 
out of the equation and go for a 
more scientific approach. If you 
are the latter, it would be worth 
your while engaging the services 
of an Independent Financial 
Adviser, who would have all the 
research tools available to help you 
make an informed choice. 


How to invest? 

The most popular route to 
investing ethically is through a 
managed fund, via an investment 
vehicle like a stocks and shares 
ISA or personal pension. You 
should be able to invest a regular 
monthly amount or a lump sum or 
both. You should also be able to 
transfer existing ISA or pension 
holdings into your new ethical 
investment. 

Ethical funds operate in the 
same way as conventional 
managed funds, in that they 
purchase a basket of shares in a 
chosen sector. However before 
making a decision to invest in a 
company’s shares, an ethical fund 
manager would run checks on the 
company to find out if it had 
interests in a number of positive 
and negative criteria. Here are 
some of them: 

Positive 

• Companies involved 
in pollution control 

• Companies involved 
in conservation and 
recycling measures 

• Companies or organisations 
that promote ethical 
employment practices 

• Companies that promote 
sustainability including 
mitigating climate change 


Negative 

• Companies involved in armaments 
and nuclear 

weapons manufacture 

• Companies involved in animal 
exploitation and testing 

• Alcohol and tobacco promotion 

• Companies that participate 
in or promote gambling, 
and or pornography 

Historically, ethical funds have 
lagged behind conventional funds in 
performance and are considered 
higher risk. This is partly because of 
choice limitations and because the 
vetting process can take some time 
to go through. Analysts have 
commented that by the time an 
ethical fund is ready to invest, the 
horse has already bolted! This is 
changing. Advances in technology 
and superior market intelligence 
means that ethical funds can vet 
companies and make decisions much 
more quickly resulting in superior 
returns. Indeed, some ethical funds 
have out-performed conventional 
funds and the choice is growing. The 
latest thing is ethical trackers, which 
are electronic and low cost. So can 
you have your cake and eat it too? 
Yes, you can. Just make sure you vet 
that cake well before biting. Q

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6-Steps to help you sell 
in a Sticky Market 


Let’s be honest, the sales market has been slightly tougher 
recently. With the World Cup linking to the summer 
holidays there have certainly been less buyer registrations 
between June and the end of August. I would go as far as 
saying about 50% less. 

With September normally the month when buyer activity 
picks up, here are six tips to help you be prepared 
paperwork-wise when your property becomes ‘under offer’. 

• Mortgage Get a rough idea from an Independent expert 
how much you can borrow (wwtv.conranfinancial.co.uk). 
Have your ID, accounts, SA302s, bank statements, payslips 
ready for when you apply for your mortgage. 

• Property deeds These will be lodged with your solicitor 
used when buying your home. Your current solicitor will 
need to obtain official deeds from the Land Registry. 

• Leasehold For leasehold properties you will need to show 
a copy of the contract and complete a seller’s information 
pack, otherwise known as form TA7. 

• Energy Performance Certificate (EPC): If you are already 
on the market this should have already been commissioned. 
Many estate agents will push you to use their people and 
could be paid a commission for the referral (we don’t do 
this BTW!). You should expect to pay about £50 for an 
EPC. 

• Property information form: This is a long form, known 
as a TA6. You will need to have full details on aspects 
such as gas safety certificates, planning consents, building 
regulations, warranties, boundaries, guarantees, insurance, 
environmental issues, access rights, risks, parking, ground 
rents, service charges.... I told you it was a long form! 

• Fixtures 8c Fittings This TA10 form is about what you 
intend to leave and what you take with you when you sell. 

So, there you have it, having all of these in place will 
hopefully stop any unnecessary delays.
